Source states that two Rumanians, Messrs, 

FRANASOVICI and DTMANCFSCU were visiting in the United States 
at that time as "unofficial observers.” It w-s of 
paramount interest to the Bucharest gover*ment to 1e°m 
what the Soviet -USSR-French -Brl ti sh Foreign Ministers 
were discussing regard! ng World War XT treaties, etc. 

After much probing, a particular appropriate pprrneoh 
was discovered by the suave DTMANCFSCU. He began to co-rt 
the private secretary of the Fr°n~h r^rre^ntatve (who 
was not. Bidau.lt . but r s'-bstitut*) # The French stenographer 
was wined, dined, and wooed, and during this time, she 
turned over to UT^ANCFSOU her stenographic rotes following 
each meeting. These notes were then photostated bv a 
commercial photo shop near the Waldorf -Aster ia apdreturnod 
in time for the secretarv to complete h^t- work. 

Source states that Bucharest was aVe to '•e^m 
of Mr. MOLOTOV 1 s "true and unfriendlv attitude” toward 
Rumania at the meetings, among, of course ^anv other 
strategic items.
